CHAPTER 247. 

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE PAWTUCKET BRIDGE.* 

It is enacted hy the General Assemhly asfoUows : 

Section 1. Lewis Fairbrother, Enoch Brown, and Dan- pawtncket 
iel Wilkinson, are hereby appointed commissioners to re- ^'^^• 
ceive proposals for the erection of a stone bridge across 
the Pawtucket River, at the east end of the State Turn- 
pike, and to superintend the erection of the same, provided 
its total cost shall not exceed the sum of twelve thousand 
dollars.

tou^b^Sf Sec. 2. The ^ District of Pawtucket" are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered, at any regular meeting of said 
district, to issue bonds not exceeding the sum of twelve 
thousand dollars, bearing interest at the rate of six per 
cent, per annum, payably semi-annually. The proceeds of 
said bonds are to be used by the commissioners, to defray 
the costs of the erection of the aforesaid bridge. 

Of toHB. Sec. 3. The net amount of tolls collected from the State 

turnpike, are hereby appropriated, together with such 
other sum as may be found necessary to be paid from the 
State treasury, for the purpose of liquidating the interest 
on the aforesaid bonds, and two thousand dollars of the 
principal of said bonds annually until the whole are dis- 
charged. 

Interest. Sec. 4. Tho agont of the State turnpike is hereby di- 

rected to retain in his hands the net amount of tolls col- 
lected from said turnpike, and from the same to pay the 
interest on the aforesaid bonds, and draw on the general 
treasurer for such amount as may be necessary to annual- 
ly discharge the amount to be paid as specified in the pre- 
ceding section. 



CHAPTER 248. 

AN ACT CONFERRING CERTAIN POWERS UPON THE MAYOR OF THE 

CITY OF NEWPORT. 

It is enacted ly the General Assembly^ as foUows : 

Power of Section 1. The mayor of the city of Newport is em- 
gjyo' o' powered to enter any house or building in said city, which 
he has reasonable cause to suspect to be inhabited by per- 
sons of ill-fame, or to which persons of dissolute, idle, or 
disorderly character are suspected to resort ; and if any 
dissolute, disorderly or vagrant persons are found assem- 
bled in or about any such house or building, he shall com- 
mand all such persons immediately to disperse, if in his 
opinion the good order of any portion of the city requires 
it ; and in case of neglect or refusal to obey such com- 
mand, he is hereby authorized to commit any person or 
persons, so disobeying, to prison, for a term not exceeding 
forty-eight hours ; and if need be, he may require the aid 
of any sheriff, deputy sheriff, city sergeant, constable, or 
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watchman, or all of them, together with such other aid as 
may be necessary. 

Sec. 2. This act shall go into operation immediately 
after its passage. 



CHAPTER 249. 

AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTFILED " AN ACT CONCERNING 
THE POLICE COURT IN THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE."

CHAPTER 250. 

AN ACT TO ABOLISH THE SEPTEMBER TERM OF THE COURT OF COM- 
MON PLEAS IN AND FOR THE COUNTY OF PROVIDENCE. 

It is enacted ly the General Assemhlyy as follows : 

Section 1. The September term of the court of com- 
mon pleas in and for the county of Providence is hereby 
abolished. 

Sec. 2. All writs, actions, executions, summons, appeals, September 
and recognizances, and all other processes of every name, J^'St ^ 
nature and description, returnable to said term of said aSSSf 
court, shall be returnable to the December term of said 
court, to be holden on the first Monday of December, A. D. 
1857, in the same manner and with the same effect as they 
would have been at the September term aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect immediately from and 
after its passage. 
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CHAPTER 251. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AN ACT ENTITLED " AN ACT TO INCOR- 
PORATE THE Cnr OF NEWPORT,'* AND OF THE ACTS IN AMEND- 
MENT THEREOF. 

It is enacted hy the General Assemhh/y as follows : 

Biectioiu In Section 1. At the close of the polls at any election for 
Newport, jnembers of the common council in said city, it shall be 
the duty of the warden and ward clerks in their respective 
wards, to certify and seal up in separate packages the 
votes given in their respective wards, and direct the same 
to the board of aldermen ; and the board of aldermen 
shall proceed to sort and count the votes for members of 
the common council, and to declare the election, as they 
are now by law required to count the votes and declare 
the result of the election of mayor and aldermen, and to 
certify the result to the common council; and if there shall 
be a failure to elect the requisite number of members of 
the common council in any of the wards, the common coun- 
cil shall order a new election in such ward for the purpose 
of filling the vacancy ; and the like proceedings shaU be 
had until the full number of common councilmen shall be 
elected in each of the several wards. 

Sec 2. In all cases where new elections are ordered, 
for any cause, in said city, the board of canvassers shall 
not be required to give more than four days' notice of 
their meeting to canvass the list of voters for such elec- 
tions. 



CHAPTER 252. 

ANJACT TO PROVIDE THE TIME AND PLACE FOR HOLDING THE NEXT 
TERM OF THE COURT OF COMMON PLEAS WITHIN AND FOR THE 
COUNTY OF NEWPORT.

J? w enacted hy the General Assembly y as follows : 

Section 1. If any person shall pass, or attempt forcibly Keuy»g 
to pass the toll gate at Kelly's bridge over Palmer's river, ^^ ^"' 
with any horse, team, sleigh, carriage, or other vehicle, or 
lead, drive, or ride, or attempt forcibly to lead, drive or ride 
through said gate, any horse or other beast, without first 
paying the legal toll thereof, to the collector of tolls at said 
bridge, being there and demanding the same, every such 
person so offending, shall forfeit and pay a sum of not 
more than twenty dollars, nor less than ten doUars, to be 
recovered by an action of debt to and for the use of such 
collector of tolls, or of the proprietors, or any of the pro- 
prietors of said bridge, or of the bridge of the Warren and 
Barrington Toll Bridge Company, who shall sue for the 
same.

be in any wise injured, disturbed, hindered, delayed or de- 
frauded, to be clearly and utterly void, any pretence, color, 
feigned consideration, expressing of use, or any other mat- 
ter or thing to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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CHAPTER 260.

VISED STATUTES, "OF RETURNS OF BANKS AND INSTIIUTIONS 
FOR SAVINGS." 

It is enacted by the General Assembly, as follows : 

Section 1. Bach incorporated bank, and each incorpo^ £ 
rated institution for savings, shall make return to the state 
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auditor, of its situation, on some one day certain, between 
the fifteenth day of May and the fifteenth day of June, of 
each year, an^ also, on some one day certain, between the 
fifteenth day of November and the fifteenth day of Decem- 
ber, of each year j said days to be designated by the state 
auditor, subsequent to the days so designated for the re- 
turns to be made, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. The state auditor shall give notice of the day 
designated, to the cashiers of the several banks, and the 
treasurers of the several institutions for savings ; and each 
bank, and each institution for savings shall, within ten 
days after the notice aforesaid, make return of its situation 
on the day so designated, as hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 3. The bank returns, hereby required, shall em- 
brace the following particulars : Situation of the bank of 
on the day of ; capital actually paid 

in ; amount of bills in circulation ; amount of bills in cir- 
culation of denomination under five dollars, on the day de- 
signated, or on the nearest day thereto, on which the cash- 
ier can make a statement ; amount of deposits on interest ; 
amount of deposits not on interest ; amount due to other 
banks ; amount of dividends unpaid ; amount of net profits 
on hand ; total amount of liabilities ; amount of debts due 
from directors ; amount of debts due from other stockhold- 
ers ; amount of debts due from all others ; amount of spe- 
cie actually in bank ; amount of bills of other banks ; 
amount of deposits in other banks ; amount of its own 
stock held by the bank ; amount and description of stock 
in other banks ; and amount and description of other stocks 
owned by the bank ; amount and description of stocks 
held as collateral security for loans ; amount of real estate ; 
amount of other property ; total amount of resources ; in- 
crease of capital since last return ; par value of shares ; 
date, rate per cent, and amount of last dividend ; amount 
of suspended paper considered bad or doubtful ; reserved 
profits at the time of the last dividend ; amount loaned on 
pledges of stock in the bank ; amount of debts due and 
not paid ; largest amount of indebtedness of any one per- 
son or firm. 

Sec. 4. The president and cashier of each bank, or in 
case of their inability, from sickness or otherwise, two of 
the directors shall be engaged to the truth of said return, 
which engagement shall be certified upon the return. 

Sec, 5. In addition to the returns hereinbefore required, 
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every bank in this state shall, on the first and third Mon- SS^^iy 
day of each month, transmit to the state auditor, a state- "^^^ment. 
ment, under oath, of the president or cashier, of its situa- 
tion on the Saturday previous, embracing the following 
particulars, namely : capital stock actually paid in ; amount 
of bills in circulation ; amount of deposits ; amount due to 
other banks ; amount of loans ; amount of specie actually 
in bank ; amount of bills of other banks ; and amount of 
deposits in other banks. 

Sec 6. Immediately on receipt of the returns provided to be pub- 
for in the preceding section, they shall be properly coDated pape».

such corporation fix)m further exercising the powers and 
franchises conferred by its charter.

Section 1. The statements and returns required to be ofretarns. 
made and published, pursuant to the provisions of the 8th, 
9th, 10 and 24th sections of the 129th chapter of the 
Revised Statutes, shall, so far as the same may be appli- 
cable, be made and published of and concerning each class 
in any company authorized to take risks in separate 
classes ; and in case of mutual insurance companies, the 
form of such statements and returns may be varied by the 
board of insurance commissioners so as to ascertain more 
correctly the condition of said companies.

Whereas, a dangerous disease has lately broken out 
among the neat cattle in the neighboring States, and the 
public health and safety require that stringent measures 
should be adopted, in order to prevent the introduction of

tiSTornSit Section 1. No railroad or incorporated company, or 
ratrkted. persons, shall bring, transport, or introduce any neat cattle 
into this State, from any place whatever, except as here- 
inafter provided. 

Sec. 2, Neat cattle may be brought into this State 
from places west of Connecticut river, upon thoroughfares 
leading into the western and southern portions of the 
State, under regulations to be established by the board of 
commissioners hereinafter provided for, until they shall 
prohibit said importation from any of said places. 

Sec. 3. Every such company or person, violating the 
dfo!^.'^' provisions of the preceding sections, shall be liable to a 
penalty of not exceeding three hundred dollars for each 
and every offence ; and every officer or agent of any incor- 
porated company, or other persons who shall knowingly

CHAPTER 379. 

AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT PROVIDING FOR AN AD- Paw-ed May 
JUSTMENT OF THE EASTERN BOUNDARY OF THIS STATE ^^- ^^' 

AND FOR A BOUNDARY BY AGREEMENT, AND TO THE ACT 

IN AMENDMENT THEREOF. 

Whereas, the Legislature of the Commonwealth of JJ*„^ 
Massachusetts has passed an act entitled " An act in "^^^^ *"*- 
relation to the Rhode Island Boundary," approved

CHAPTER 419. 



ON THE ENROLLMENT OF THE MILITIA. 

« 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the town coundils S? ThaS'lJir." 
of the several towi^s, and the boards of aldermen of the ~" ""*'**• 
several cities, to cause to be made out in the month of 
April, and on or before the third Monday thereof in each 
year, a roll of the names of all persons living within 
the respective limits of such towns or cities, between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, who are liable 
to be enrolled by the laws of the United States, and 
who are not exempted from the performance of military 
duty by the provisions of this title ; which list shall be 
arranged alphabetically, and shall be delivered into the 
hands of the clerks of the several towns and cities, who 
shall seasonably, and before the third Monday of May 
following, record such roll in a book Specially to be kept 
for that purpose. 
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Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the sev- 
eral towns and cities, afier recording the names of the 
persons so enrolled, to expose forthwith copies of such 
rolls to view, by causing the same to be posted up in 
their respective ofl&ces ; in three or more public places 
in their respective towns ; in each ward of their respec- 
tive cities and voting districts, and which roll shall be 
open to the examination of any person at all reasona- 
ble hours. 

Sec. 3. Said rolls shall be exposed to view for at 
least three consecutive weeks, and shall be deemed to 
be legal notice to all persons named therein, of the fact 
of their enrollment, and liability to perform military 
duty in accordance with the provisions of this title. 

Sec. 4. All persons so enrolled, including the offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers, privates and musicians, 
of all chartered military companies of the State ; the 
officers commissioned under this title ; the members of 
military bands chartered and attached to any company, 
regiment or brigade, and such drivers of artillery as 
may be enlisted into any artillery company, shall con- 
stitute and compose the active militia of the State. 

Sec. 5. The annual returns of the militia shall be 
transmitted in the month of June, in each year, by the 
clerks of the several towns and cities, to the adjutant of 
the brigade, within which such town or city is situated ; 
who shall, after the returns of the several companies 
have been made to him, as hereinafter provided, com- 
paie such returns with the rolls of the several compa- 
nies, and report to the adjutant general of the State 
the names of all persons which appe&r on the list of en- 
rolled militia, and do not appear to be attached to any 
company. 

Sec. 6. The following persons shall be absolutely ex- 
empted from military duty in this State : 

Those exempted by the laws of the United States, to 
wit: the vice-president of 'the United States; the offi- 
cers, judicial and executive of the government of the 
United States; the members of both houses of Con- 
gress and their respective officers; all custom house 
officers with their clerks ; all post officers and stage dri- 
vers, who are employed in the care and conveyance of 
the mail of the post office of the United Stp^tes ; all 
ferry men employed at any ferry on the post road ; all 
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Inspectors of exports ; all pilots, and all mariners actu- 
ally employed in the sea service of any citizen or mer- 
chant within the United States : Also ; all persons who 
have holden the ofl&ce of governor or lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 

Sec. 7. Every keeper of a public inn, tavern or Sosfng'^to*'' 
boarding house, and every master or mistress of a fam-J^'^JJ 
ily or dwelling-iiouse, shall, upon application of the per-j^bTtomii- 
Bon appointed by the town council or board of aldermen ^^^ *"*y- 
to make the enrollment directed in this chapter, give 
information of the names of all persons residing in such 
inn, tavern or house, liable to enrollment, or to do mili- 
tary duty. 

Sec. 8. If any non-commissioned officer, or private, aLraroii^. 
shall be adjudged to be a pauper, vagabond or common 
drunkard, or be convicted of any infamous crime, he 
shall be forthwith disenroUed from the militia. 



CHAPTER 420.

Section 1. The several military compknies which comj^fs, 
have before the first day of January, 1862, beei^ orrSi^^utS

booth, shed, or other temporary erection, as a nuisance, 
and pull down or otherwise destroy the same, in any 
manner they may choose, or tljrough the agency of any 
force, civil or military, which they m^y see fit to em- 
ploy.

bounty. 
i^saie"*? Sec. 2. As soon as the number of men furnished by 
entitled to. gjj i}yQ towns of the State, and the sum to which each 
town may be entitled under the provisions of the pre- 
ceding section to receive, shall have been ascertained 
to the satisfaction of Benjamin Finch, of Newport, and 
commis- William M. Bailey, of North Providence, who are here- 
Bionen. jjy appoiutcd Couimissioners for that purpose, and who, 
when they shall have ascertained the number of men 
and the sum to which each town is entitled as aforesaid, 
shall report the same to the General Treasurer, and said 
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Treasurer shall pay, in the bonds of the State or other- 
wise, to each town the sum to which it is entitled ; and 
to enable him so to do, he is hereby authorized and di-

Sec. 4. Hereafter there shall be paid by the State to^o°i°^°\;^ 
each person who shall volunteer under the call of the p^

from this State heretofore raised in response to the call 
of the President of the United States for 500,000 addi- 
tional troops, dated August 3d, 1861, the sum of three 
hundred dollars, which sum shall be paid to each man 
so enlisting after he shj^U have been mustered into the 
service of the United States, and when he shall have 
been ordered to leave the State by competent military 
authority. 

Sec. 5. So much of Section 1, Chapter 387, of the Re-,^„^g*^~jS' 
vised Statutes, passed at a special session in August, J^Sd! "' 
1861, as provides for the payment by the State of a 
bounty of fifteen dollars to every iion-cpmmissipned 
officer, private and musician who should enlist after the 
16th day of June, 1861, is hereby repealed. 

Sec 6. After the quota of this State shall have been futiw^cS?, 
supplied under the call of the President of the United *"*' *~®p** 
States, dated July 2d, 1862, for 300,000 additional 
troops for three years or the war, the bounty of the 
State to be paid to any volunteer for a service of three 
years or the war, in response to any future call of the 
President of the United States which may be made up- 
on this State, shall be the sum of one hundred dollars. 
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to be paid after such volunteer shall have been mus- 
tered into the service of the United States, and when 
he shall have been ordered to leave the State by com- 
petent military authority.

paid to such volunteer, or substitute, when and as soon 
as he shall have been mustered into the service of the 
United States, and the remainder when he shall have 
been ordered to leave the State by competent military 
authority ; and to each man who may be drafted, and 
shall serve q^s a drafted man under said call, the sum of 
one hui^dfed dpUo^rs ; twenty-five of which shall be paid 
when he shall have been mustered into the service of 
the United States, jand the remainder when he shall 
have been ordered to leave the State by competent mil- 
itary authority.

AN ACT TO MEET THE APPROPRIATIONS PROVIDED FOR IN THE Pteied Sept.

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CHAPTER 436 

Sept. AN ACT TO PREVENT FALSE CERTIFICATES OF DISABILITY TO 
*' ^^' PERFORM MILITARY SERVICE. 



It is enacted by the General Assembly OrS follows : 

J2^*' Section 1. Any surgeon appointed to grant certifi- 
S'S^dji- cates of disability to persons who have been enrolled 
■**"*^- as a part of the militia of the State, and who are inca- 
. pkble of performing mflitary duty, who shall for any 
corrupt consideration, or from favor or hope of reward, 
grant any false certificate of disability, shall be pun- 
ished by indictment before any court competent to try 
the same, in the county where the offence was commit- 
ted, and on conviction shall be fined not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, and shall be imprisoned not exceed- 
ing one year. 

Sec. 2. In all cases where any person applies for a 
certificate of his disability, when he claims exemption 
on account of any bodily defect or inability which can 
be ascertained by personal examination, no certificate 
shall be given without such personal examination by 
the physician or siu'geon, and in all cases the applicant 
shall be examined under oath, and all persons receiv- 
ing certificates from any surgeon or physician shall be 
iS^^j" liable to re-examination, if the Commissioner think 
he m»de> propcT, by thc Surgeon General of the State. 

Sec. 3, All persons who have heretofore received 
certificates of disability or exemption shall be open to 
examination by the Surgeon General on the order of 
the Commissioner. 
Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect immediately.

Section 1. The body of every officer, non-commis- JJ^SSS? 
sioned officer, private, and musician, who has been orSi^.*'^*^'^ 
who shall hereafter be mustered into the service of the 
United States, as a part of the quota of this State, under 
any call of the President of the United States, which 
has been or which may hereafter be made for volun- 
teers ; and the body of every officer, non-commissioned 
officer, private, and musician, who shall be mustered in- 
to the service of the United States, as a part of the 
quota of this State, under any call of the President of 
the United States, which has been or which may here- 
after be made upon this State for militia, shall be ex- 
empted from arrest on any civil process, and his pro- 
perty shall not be liable to be attached, or taken in exe- 
cution, or on warrant of distress, for and during the pe- 
riod of his service and for thirty _days thereafter. 

ScE. 2. All suits or remedies against any person who S^^*."^ 
has become bail, or entered into recognizance for the^"^*^- 
appearance of any person, who has been or who shall 
hereafter be mustered into the service of the United 
States, as a part of the quota of volunteers or militia 
required of this State, shall be suspended for and dur- 
ing such time as the principal shall remain in the ser- 
vice of the United States, and for the period of thirty 
days thereafter. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in the preceding section contained 
shall be construed to aflFect the right of any creditor 
to enforce his writ of execution,^ in case he has obtain- 
ed final judgment on scire facials before the passage 
of this act. 

S£a 4. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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CHAPTER 438. 

rai«*d Sept AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE GOVERNOR TO PURCHASE ARMS 
6,18q2. AND EQUIPMENTS FOR THE MILITIA. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 
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SiTSS' Section 1. His Excellency the Govemor is hereby 
Te^S^- authorized to purchase such number of serviceable arms 
as may be necessary, with their proper equipments, for 
the purpose of arming and equipping the militia of the 
State ; and the General Treasurer is hereby directed to 
pay the expense of the same upon the order of the 
Governor. 



CHAPTER 439. 

Vuatd Aug. AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO CHAPTER 
28, 1862. 231, TITI/E XXXIV. OF THE REVISED STATUTES, " OF THE Ellf- 
R-^TiSSa ROLLED MILITLA.," AND IN REPEAL OF CERTAIN SECTIONS 
^^^^^^- THEREOF. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the town councils 
of the several towns, and the boards of aldertnen of the 
several cities, to cause to be made out, on or before the 
first Monday of May in each year, a roll of the names 
of all persons living within the respective limits of such 
towns or cities, between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five years, who are liajble to be enrolled by the laws of 
the United States, and who are not exempted from the 
performance of military duty by the laws of this State or 
of the United States, which list shall be arranged al- 
phabetically, and shall be delivered into the hands of 
the clerks of the several towns and,, cities, tvho shall 
seasonably and before the first Monday of June follow- 
ing, record such roll in a book specially to be kept for 
that purpose. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of clerks of the several 
towns and cities, after recording the names of the 
persons so enrolled, to expose forthwith copies of such 
rolls to view, by causing the same to be posted up in 
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their respective offices ; in three or more public places 
in their respective towns, in each ward of their respec- 
tive cities and voting districts, and which roll shall be 
open to the examination of any person at all reasonable 
hours. 

Sec. 3. The annual returns of the militia so enrolled 
shall be transmitted, on or before the second Monday 
of June in each year, by the clerks of the several 
towns and cities, to the brigade inspector for the dis- 
trict within which such town or city is situated, who 
shall record the same in a book to be kept by him for 
that purpose, and transmit, on or before the third 
Monday of June in each year, copies of such rolls, 
certified by him, to the Adjutant General, who shall re- 
cord the same in a book to be kept by him for that 
purpose. 

Sec. 4. Every town or city whose town council or 
Doard of aldermen shall neglect or refuse in due time 
to cause to be prepared a list or roll of all persons lia- 
ble to be enrolled in the militia, within the limits of 
the town or city for which such town council or board 
of aldermen is elected, or shall neglect or refuse - to 
place the same in due time, in the hands of the town 
or city clerk for record and return, shall be liable for 
every such ofience, to a fine of one hundred dollars, to 
be recovered by indictment in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, in the county in which such town or city 
is located. 

Sec 5. Any town or city clerk, who shall refuse or 
neglect to record said list or roll of names, or to make 
due return of the same to the brigade inspector, or to 
post up the same as required by section two of this act, 
shall for every such refusal or neglect, be liable to a 
fine of fifty dollars, to be recovered by indictmeni 
in any court of competent jurisdiction in the county 
where such offender lives. 

Sec 6. The following persons shall be absolutely ex- 
empted from military duty in this State : Those ex- 
empted by the laws of the United States, to wit : The 
Vice President of the United States, the officers, judi- 
cial and executive, of the government of the United 
States J the members of both Houses of Congress and 
their respective officers ; all Custom House Officers 
with their clerks ; all Post Officers and stage drivers 
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who are employed in the care and conveyance of the 
mail of the Post Office of the United States ; all ferry- 
men employed at any ferry on the Post road ; all in- 
spectors of exports ; all pilots and all mariners actual- 
ly employed in the sea service of any citizen or mer- 
chant within the United States. 

Sec. 7. Persons of the following descriptions only, 
and that for so long only as they shall remain of such de- 
scription ; shall hi) exempted from the performance of 
military duty, to wit; The Justices of the Supreme 
Court and Court of Common Pleas ; the Secretary of 
State ; the Attorney General ; the General Treasurer ; 
the State Auditor ; the Sheriff of each county ; town 
and city Clerks ; persons employed in the Butler Hos- 
pital having the immediate charge of insane persons, not 
exceeding one attendant to eight of the patients in 
said hospital ; the two physicians regularly employed at 
said Butler Hospital ; the warden of the State's prison ; 
the superintendent and assistant superintendent of the 
Reform School; and all persons belonging to the Society 
of Friends, commonly called Quakers ; provided, how- 
ever, that each member of said Society, who would oth- 
erwise be liable to do military duty, shall annually pro- 
cure a certificate from the clerk of any monthly meet- 
ing, or from any two overseers of such society, that he 
is and has been during the year last past a member 
thereof; the said certificate of the clerk of such month- 
ly meeting, or such overseer, shall be exhibited to the 
clerk of the town in which he resides, whereupon the 
name of the Friend or Quaker presenting the same 
shall be erased from the roll ; the said certificate to be 
so exhibited to the town clerk before the returns of the 
enrolled militia shall have been by him transmitted to 
the brigade inspector as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 8. The enrollment now being made in this State, 
under the orders of the War Department of the United 
States, is hereby adopted as the enrol|ment of the mili- 
tia of this State, until the first enrollment provided for 
by this act shall have been made. 

Sec. 9. Sections one, two, three and four of Chapter 
231 of the Revised Statutes, and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent herewith, are hereby , repealed. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 441. 

AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE TO RAISE P««ed Sept. 
MONEY FOR THE EXISTING CIVIL WAR. 6> 1802- 

It is enacted by the General Assembly asfotlows : 

Section 1. The city of Providence is hereby author- ^*j[j„^ 2?y 
ized and empowered to issue bonds, scrip, or certifi-*^'" *^*** 
cates of debt, bearing not more than six per cent, inter- 
est per annum, under the corporate name and seal oi 
said city, in such form as may be found expedient, not 
exceeding tiie sum of five hundred thousand dollars, 
said bonds, scrip, or certificates to be payable when- 
ever the city council of said city shall provide ; and 
said bonds, scrip, or certificates, shall be obligatory 
upon said city in the same manner and to the same ex- 
tent as other debts lawfully contracted by said city. 
And the money derived from the issue of such bonds, 
scrip, or certificate?, may be expended by said city, in 
whole or in part, to meet the exigencies and expenses 
of the existing civil war. 

Sec. 2. The city council of said city shall have power 
to direct the times and manner in which said bonds, 
scrip, or certificates shall be issued and sold, aud to 
establish a sinking fund for the payment thereof, and 
provide for the appointment of trustees to manage said 
fund. 
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CHAPTER 442. 

Pm«k1 Sept. AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF WARWICK TO RAISE 
^'^^- MONEY FOR THE EXISTING CIVIL WAR. 

It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows : 

wiS^k Section 1. The town of Warwick is hereby authorized 
jjg^"* and empowered to issue bonds, under their corporate 
name and seal, and bearing not more than six per cent, 
interest per annum, and payable at such times and for 
such sums as said town may, in town meeting by vote 
decide — the amount for which said town may issue 
bonds, not to exceed the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars. Said bonds shall be obligatory upon said towirin 
the same manner and to the same extent as other debts 
lawfully contracted by said town, and the money de- 
rived from the issue of such bonds shall be expended by 
said town to meet the expenses of the existing civil war. 
Sec' 2. The said town shall have power by vote in 
town meeting, to direct the times when, and the sums 
for which said bonds shall be issued, and the times 
when and the manner in which, and the terms upon 
which said bonds shall be sold. 



CHAPTER 443. 

PMied Sept. AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION EIGHT, CHAPTER 138, OF THE RfSr 
1. 1862. REVISED STATUTES—" OF GUARDIAN AND WARD."

Section 1. The eighth section of chapter one hundred 
and thirty-eight of the Revised Statutes is hereby 
amended, by adding the words at the end thereof:

AN ACT TO REGULATE AND RESTRAIN SALES OF INTOXICA- Jii??!:_ 

TING LIQUORS. 

It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows : 

Sales ibrbld- 

Section 1. No person shall hereafter sell within this *'*' '^•"• 
State, any ale, wine, rum, or other strong or malt liquors, 
or any mixed liquors, a part of which is ale, wine, rum, or 
other strong or malt liquor, unless he be a resident of the 
town in which the sale is made, and shall have complied 
with all the conditions hereinafter specified, viz. : He 
shall on some day preceding such sale, and within a year 
of such sale, have filed in the town clerk's office of said 
town, a notice of his intention to sell the aforesaid li- 
quors or any of them, and specifying whether he intends 
to sell in quantities less than three gallons, or without 
restriction as to quantity, and he shall, at the time of 
filing such notice, pay into the town treasury, if he de-p^y^^^ 
sires to sell in less quantities than three gallons, the 
sum of fifty dollars ; and if without restriction as to 
quantity, the sum of one hundred dollars; of which 
sums one quarter shall be for the use of the towii, and the 
remainder shall be paid into the State treasury ; he shall 
also have filed in the town clerk's office of the town, a 
bond, executed to the tbwn council, in the sum of twog^^^^ 
hundred dollars, with two or more sureties, to be approv- 
ed of by said council, or in case of their refusal to ap- 
prove or neglect to act thereon, then by the Supreme 
Court or Court of Common Pleas, or by a judge there- 
of, at any time in any county, and which approval, c^n^^^^ 
shall be had before any sale is made under this act ; ""^ **""**• 
conditioned to maintain good order in his house and 
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possessions, not to sell or suffer to be sold in his house 
or on his possessions, any of the aforesaid liquors or 
drinks on Sunday ; that he will not sell or permit the 
same to be sold to minors, or to any person in a state 
of intoxication, or to- an habitual drunkard, knowing 
him to be such ; or knowingly to any person adver- 
tised by any town council as an habitual drunkard, or to 
* whom he has been forbidden by any town council to 
sell ; that he will not, knowingly, sell or permit to be 
sold, any of the aforenamed liquors or drinks to any 
member of the Narragansett Indian tribe, knowing him 
to be such ; or to any minor after he shall have been 
forbidden to sell to such minor by his parents or guar- 
dian, or either of them ; or to any person under guar- 
dianship, after he has been forbidden by such person's 
guardian; and will not knowingly suffer any person to 
become intoxicated in his house or on his premises. 
And it p^nall not be lawful for any person to selUin 
greater quantities than that expressed in his notice of 
intention aforesaid, or in mora than one place in said 
town. And the town clerk shall keep posted up in 

SSSSup.** some conspicuous place in his office the names of all 
persons who have complied with these provisions, with 
the dates of their compliance. 

F«B>itiw. gj,^ 2. Any person having complied with the pro- 
visions of the first section, who shall sell, or who shall 
on his possessions suffer to be sold any of said liquors, 
in any quantity greater than those specified in his no- 
tice of intention to sell, or contrary to the terms of his 
bond, or of this act, shall forfeit and pay for every such 
offence, the sum of twenty dollars, to be recovered by 
indictment or by complaint before any justice of the 
peace. And if any person sentenced to pay a fine or 
costs under this act shall not pay the same, the town 
clerk shall deliver his bond to the attorney general, for 
suit ; and judgment shall be rendered and execution 
issue for double the amount of fine and costs, together 
with the costs of suit on the bond. And on such sen- 
tence, and, also, whenever it shall, after reasonable no- 
tice to such person, be proved to the satisfaction of the

^^iirT^**' visions of this act or of his bond, such person's right 
to sell shall cease, and he shall not be authorized to sell 
again until he shall anew have complied with the pro- 
visioTis of sfiid first paction. 
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Sec. 3. ' Any giving away of any of said liquors, tak- *^~*^- 
ing pay for admission to any room, or taking pay for 
some article with an intent to avoid the penalties of 
the law, shall be deemed a sale within the meaning of 
this act ; and knowingly selling to any person for the 
use of any other person to whom it is not lawful to 
sell, shall be deemed a sale to such latter person with- 
in the meaning of this act 

Sec. 4. If any person not having, complied with the ^"* "*•■• 
aforesaid conditions, shall sell any of said liquors or 
drinks, in any secret and clandestine way, either by a 
dumb-waiter, revolving-stand, slide or drawer, or any 
other secret way, then the owner of any house, 
store or other building, in which the same may be 
done, shall be deemed and taken to be the of- 
fender, and be liable to the penalty aforesaid ; provid- 
ed, such owner shall not be liable until ten days after 
the town council have caused personal notice to be 
given him that he is so liable, and shall be liable only 
in case he refuses on demand to give the name of the 
person or persons oflfending. 

Sec. 5. In any prosecution under this act, it shall ^™,2tota. 
be sufficient to set forth, that the person charged, die?, 
contrary to some provision of this act, (specifying the 
provision,) on or between certain days, sell any of the 
aforesaid liquors or drinks, without naming the per- 
sons to whom sold, or the kind or quantity thereof, orj^^^ 
the precise time thereof ; and the burden of proof shall 
be on the person complained of, to show that he has filed 
the notice of intention and bond, and made tiie payment 
hereinbefore required. All complaints before a justice 
of the peace, shall be made in the town where the of- 
fence is charged to have been committed ; and nojudg-,^®£^"J^, 
ment of acquittal rendered on any complaint, fraudu- 
lently or collusively made, shall be a bar to any fur- 
ther prosecution for the same offence.

To the reporter of the decisions of the supreme court, 
five hundred dollars.

FOR JAILS AND REFORM SCHOOLS. 

For the board of persons confined in jail, and the fees 
of jailors, twenty-five hundred dollars. 

For the support of juvenile offenders, sentenced to 
the Providence Reform School, twelve thousand dollars. 

FOR THE MILITIA AND MILITARY AFFAIRS. 

Five thousand dollars.

Resolutions assigning to Brown University, the land 
script granted by the United States to the State of 
Rhode Island, for the establishment of an Agri- 
cultural College. 

Resolved^ That his Excellency the Governor be, and aoTemor to 
he hereby is, authorized and appointed on the part of *"**" *^' 
the State, to transfer, assign, and set over to the Cor- 
poration of Brown University, in the city of Provi- 
dence, the scrip now in the possession of the Governor, 
or which may hereafter come into his possession from 
the Governnnent of the United States, under and by 
virtue of a Resolution passed by this General As- 
sembly, at its present session, upon receiving from the 
said corporation or its duly authorized agent, the fol- 
lowing stipulations ; which stipulations shall be as and 
for a perpetual agreement, by and between said Cor- 
poration and State as aforesaid, and shall be in form 
I3ubstq.ntially as follows, that is to say :

1. To provide a College or Department in said ^k|^«^""'^ 
University, the leading object whereol shall be, without

That the Senators and Representatives fi:om the isev- 
eral towns in tiie General Assembly^ for the time be^ 
ing, are constituted a Board of Commissioners^ whose 
duty it shall be during Hie Janua3ry session in ^hcHbl 
year, to present to the Governor and Seeretalry of State, 
the nam^fl of worthy yotmg men ftom th^ HteTwri 
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towns, to be educated as State beneficiaries in Brown 
University, according to the act of Congress donating 
land to the several States and Territories which may 
provide Colleges for the benefit of Agriculture and the 
Mechanic Arts. And the said Commissioners are here- 
by instructed, after one candidate has been presented 
from each town in the State (the order of the towns to 
be determined by lot), to select the candidates as far 
' as may be from the several towns in the ratio of their 

representation in the House of Eepresentatives, and 
from that class of persons who otherwise would not 
have the means of providing themselves with the like 
f benefits ; and that the Governor and Secretary of State 

be, and they are hereby, instructed to select candidates 
from the names presented, in such manner as that 
whenever for any reason any town shall not have re- 
ceived its just quota of those admitted to said Univer- 
sity, such town shall, in the nomination of subsequent 
candidates, have priority over those towns which have 
received their fiiU quota. 
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
